London, Dec. 20 (ZP) — Russian 
troops, advancing up to five miles 
in the southern Czechoslovak hills, 
seized 13 more towns today in a 
drive aimed toward the citadel of 
Losonc. 
The Moscow communique which 
announced these gains said noth­ 
ing of the

thrust on 
Rassa, where latest unofficial re­ 
ports had Soviet troops preparing 
for a climatic attack on the Torysa 
river fortifications two miles out­ 
side that communications center. 
The scene of today’s announced 
drive was 45 to 60 miles southwest 
of Rassa and posted an imminent 
threat to the railway junction of 
Piimaszombat from the south and 
cast. 
Captured towns included Batka. 
six miles east of Rimaszonibat, and 
Janovce, only three miles south­ 
east.

Consumers Ring Cp 
A ew Spending Mark 


During Year 1944

Washington. Dec. 20 (ZP)—Am­ 
erican consumers are ringing up a 
new spending record this year. 
The commerce department es­ 
timated today that 97 billion dol­ 
lars will have been spent for goods 
and services in 1944. 
That’s six 
percent bigger than last year. It’s 
more than half again as big as 
1939 
spending, 
which 
totalled 
$61,700,000,000. 
There’s a war on. But the de­ 
partment 
said 
enough 
civilian 
goods 
were produced in 1944 to 
satisfy most of consumers’ wants. 
There were “some inconveniences 
birt no hardshios.” 
Rising prices account for some 
of the increased spending, but not 
all. The actual quantity of goods 
and services bought this year has 
been somewhat larger than in 
1943. 
* 
Civilians spent two billion dol­ 
lars more for food than they did 
last year, even though prices av­ 
eraged slightly less than in 1943. 
according to the commerce de­ 
partment report.

MONTGOMERY WARD'S 


REPLY TO 


THE WAR LABOR BOARD 


National War Labor Board 


Washington, I). C. 


December, 18, 1044. 


Your telegram o f December l l , demanding that Wards comply with the War 
Bailor Board s order covering W ards’ lour Detroit stores, w as obviously intended 
to give to the public the false impression that wages are the major issue. 


The board know s very well that Wards has offered to adopt the minim um 
wage rates recommended bv the board. The Ixia rd k n o w s very well that Wards* 
policy is to pay wages as high as or higher than those paid bv oilier employers in 
the community for similar employment. The board did not base its wage recom­ 
mendations upon the' survey o f competitive rates made by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. Mr. Davis, chairman o f the War Labor Board, deliberately attempted in 
Ids December Hi press release to mislead 
the public into believing otherwise. 
W ards’ only objection to any of the board’s wage recommendations has been in 
those instances where the board has arbitrarily demanded that Wards substan­ 
tially increase its rates above those o f its competitors in the highly competitive re­ 
tail field. 


The board knows very well that the real issue arises from its attempt to im­ 
pose upon Wards a closed shop in the form o f maintenance o f membership, to­ 
gether with the checkoff of union dues from wages. Wards has refused to agree 
to any form of closed shop, or compulsory union membership, because the clos­ 
ed shop violates the American principles o f liberty and freedom. The lioard is well 
informed as to W ards’ position. 


Mr. Day is is quoted in the press as threatening the cancellation of Wards* 
priorities, tile denial of scarce materials to W ards’ and the seizure o f its business 
if Wards does not comply with the board’s demands. These are the tactics by which 
the board has coerced innumerable employers into granting special privileges to 
labor unions. 


The board knoyvs very 
well that its orders cannot Ik* legally enforced by 
such 
punishments. Congress, which is the sole law making authority under our 
constitution, omitted from the War Labor Disputes Act all provisions which 
yvould have given board orders the force of law. Congress included in the original 
draft ol the layv a section which would have made board orders enforceable in the 
courts. Congress later removed this provision upon the yvrilten request o f Mr. 
Davis, \\ ho asked that hoard orders be left as “mere declarations*’ yvhich no one 
could be compelled to accept. Mr. Day is’ express reason for his request w as that 
the board yvould then not be “subject to court revieyv o f its decisions.” 


The board know s very 
well that its orders are consequently unenforceable. 
4’he Court of Appeals of the 
District of Columbia has held, at the request o f the 
Attorney General acting as counsel for Hie board, that orders of the \Yar»Labor 
Board are merely “advice” yvhich no one has any legal duty to obey. The court 
held that anyone y\ho refuses to comply with orders of the War Labor Board is 
not defying a command of the government and that, since the orders are merely 
advisory, no government official has the right to impose punishments on those 
w ho do not comply. The Supreme Court has refused to aller til is decision. 


The board knoyvs very well, since its orders are legally unenforceable, and 
since Congress has not authorized any punishment for those yvho reject the advice 
o f the board, that the reprisals with yvhich it threatens Wards are necessarily ille­ 
gal. The President o f the Lnited States knew* t Ii is yvhcn he recently explained to 
Mr. Petrillo of the American Federation o f Musicians w h y that union could not 
Ik? compelled to obey a Inward order. 


Wards has violated no layv, nor denied to any union a privilege to which it 
is legally entitled. Wards has many times informed that board that its closed 
shop demands yvould require Wards to violate the National Labor Relations Act. 
Wards cannot in good citizenship accept the board’s advice, and give to the union 
special privileges which Wards believes to Ik* not only lint air and uneconomic, but 
illegal. 


The time has come for the board to cease its threats o f reprisal upon those 
y\ho reject its advice. The board’s policy o f granting special privileges to unions 
has led to a breakdown of collective bargaining and has encouraged strikes in 
time of war. The board’s disregard o f the facts and its pretense of an authority 
yvhich it does not possess have destroyed the confidence o f tailor, industry, and 
the public. I tie usefulness of the W ar Labor Board in the settlement ot wartime 
labor disputes has been destroyed. 


The best interests of employ ees amt employers and the yvelfare of the Amer­ 
ican people, demand that Congress face Hie realities of the country’s need. The 
great problem ot yvages and the closed shop in time ot yvar should be governed by 
layv and must be solved by Congress 


If the board desires a further hearing, Wards, as always, will be happy to 
attend.
